DATA ARCHIVE ON ADOLESCENT PREGNANCY 
AND PREGNANCY PREVENTION 



The Data Archive on Adolescent Pregnancy and Pregnancy Prevention (DAAPPP) is 
a collection of social science Data Sets on topics related to teenage pregnancy and fami- 
ly planning. Through DAAPPP, researchers, practitioners, administrators, and policy 
makers have easy access to a large-scale database on sexuality, health, and adolescence. 
Data Sets were selected for the Archive by a national panel of experts, appointed by 
the U.S. Office of Population Affairs. 

The data have been systematically processed in standard ways to facilitate their use. 
Each Data Set is assigned a Number according to the order in which it was deposited 
in the Archive, with Data Set Numbers running from 01 to 99, Al to A9, Bl to B9, etc. 
Data Sets with a large number of variables, and successive waves of a single longitudinal 
study, are often assigned multiple Numbers. Most Data Sets come in two versions: 
mainframe and microcomputer. For the majority of Data Sets, the two versions are vir- 
tually identical. For some, a randomly selected extract of approximately 1,000 cases 
was selected for the microcomputer version because of general microcomputer space 
limitations. For a few, a microcomputer version was not created because even a 1,000- 
case extract would have exceeded normal microcomputer space limitations. 

Each Data Set in DAAPPP comes with a raw data file and a separate SPSS program 
statement file. (SPSS/PC + software is available from DAAPPP.) SPSS, a powerful 
and comprehensive program for analyzing data, will ase these program statements to 
assign each variable name to the correct record and column position in the data file, 
and assign 40-character variable labels which identify the meaning of each variable in 
English words. SPSS programs also provide 20-character value labels (response option 
descriptions) for many variables. Users with access to one or more versions of SPSS 
(SPSS, SPSS X , SPSS/PC, SPSS/PC +) will be able to use the statements provided to 
create SPSS system files. Other users can modify these statements according to the 
syntax of their alternative statistical packages; the SPSS programs function as machine- 
readable codebooks. 
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Each variable in each Data Set is given a unique 8-character name, according to precise 
Archive conventions. The first two characters of each name are a 2-letter string which 
codes the variable topic, from a list of 38 topics. The third character of each variable's 
8-character name codes the variable type, from a list of 16 types. The fourth and fifth 
characters of each variable's name code the Data Set Number. The sixth through eighth 
characters of each variable's name code the variable's ordinal position within the Data 
Set. 



Because the SPSS programs classify all variables according to topic and type, and 
provide variable and value labels, they provide excellent documentation of the data. 
Additionally, a printed User's Guide is provided with each Data Set. The User's Guide 
includes a descriptive overview of the Data Set; frequencies for 19 key variables, as 
available in the Data Set; a list of variables sorted by topic and type; a report on the 
data's completeness and consistency; and often photocopies of original instruments or 
codebooks, which are also available separately.

Only ten of the 85 data sources in the Data Archive 
on Adolescent Pregnancy and Pregnancy Preven- 
tion (DAAPPP) at the time this paper was written 
(Data Sets 01 through 85) were found to have data 
from youn» males. Seven of these data sources were 
national in scope; three were limited to one 
geographic area of the country (one Data Set on 
black teens in Philadelphia, and two Data Sets on 
college-age students and non-students in Madison, 
Wisconsin). The available Data Sets focused on 
sexual attitudes and behavior, contraceptive use, 
education, and occupation.
